Only ascension into Heaven 

was left for Tommy Wilson to achieve in this or any other life. 

Edgar was under contract to an rubber company, 

which in 1914 prepared for the great golfer to come to this 
country. But the war broke and Edgar’s coming was delayed 
until 1919. When he came one necessary piece of his equip- 
ment was Tommy Wilson, his assistant. Edgar won the Cana- 
dian Open in 1919 over Bobby Jones and Tommy Armour, and 
again in 1920. He won the Southern Open in 1920 over Jones 
and Jim Barnes. He was developing into the Ben Hogan of his 
time, says Tommy Wilson. 

An Atlanta gentleman of influence at Druid Hills saw the 
master playing in New York and set in motion the campaign that 
brought Edgar to Atlanta. Edgar was the pro at Druid Hills 
when a car of well-oiled young bucks struck him down on West 
Peachtree, near where the Biltmore Hotel is located today. He 
was killed. 

Tommy Wilson had lost counselor, hero and second father, and 
the world had lost a golfer whose game had just begun to achieve 


its rightful honor.

Freedom Has a Price 


Gen. Eisenhower’s speech to Boy Scouts 
on Wednesday ought to be a great tonic to 
the timid few who fearfully wring their 

over our involvement in Korea. 

Gen. Eisenhower led us to victory in 
a war that came abou: as a result of ap- 
peasement at Munich. He knows totali- 
tarians regard any appeasement as a sign 
of weakness and as an invitation to fur- 
ther aggression. Korea is a test in that 
respect. 

The alternative to aiding South Korea, 
said Gen. Eisenhower, “would be another 
kind of Munich,” with all the disastrous 
consequences that followed in the wake 
of that fatal error 12 years ago. 

In the world conflict between Com- 
munism and freedom, he continued, “na- 
tional neutrality is futile, if not impos- 
sible. It is the badge that marks the next 
victim. Therefore, we must supvort those 
with whom our kinship and our friend- 
ship are clearly established by common 
devotion to the freedom of men. 

“The cost of effective heln is great and 
risks are sometimes fearful,” he contin- 
ued. “But the alternative is an enslaved 
world. Even in the mighty United 
States—if surrounded solely by hostile 
areas—men could not permanently con- 
tinue free.” , 

This country happily has disavowed 
the appeasement policy that led to World 
War II. It has done so in the face of obvi- 
ous and grave risks, but the hazards are

On the Highways 


Americans celebrated Independence 
Day with a four-day respite which left 495 
dead on the highways plus 350 from other 
causes, a total of 845 at the latest count. 

That is equivalent to almost a battalion 
of fighting men. 

If that many Americans had been 
killed in the Korean fighting, there would 
be great gloom and despair throughout 
the country. There would be demands 
that our troops be withdrawn. There 
would be cries of “Let the Koreans stew 
in their own blood.” 

But there has been no general com- 
plaint, no shocked public conscience at 
the outrage that went on over our high- 
ways during the four-day orgy of killings. 

It will continue thus until the public 
finally rises from its apathy and with 
stricken conscience demands that some- 
thing be done.

With Due Respect 
To the Nation’s Soil 


Last Spring two groups of Northern 
agriculturists visited the Southland. The 
convention of the National Association of 

il Conservation Districts brought 1,200 
armers to Georgia. About the same time 
radio station WOW, at Omaha, sent 250 
farmers on a tour through 18 Southern 
States. When these farmer-tourists got 
back home, some wrote reports on what 
they had seen. 

Take for example, Robert Struble, 
technician for the Brandywine Soil Con- 
servation Association in Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Struble wrote that on an earlier visit 
to the South (South Carolina specifically) 
he looked in vain for evidences of the ag- 
ricultural revolution of which Louis Brom- 
field had told—a shift from cotton and 
corn to grass and cattle. - 

But, says the Pennsylvania soil expert, 
when he came to the vicinity of Atlanta 
he found the farms which Bromfield had 
so vividly described, “not just one, but 
farm after farm.” 

“We saw beef and dairy cattle grazing

far less than would be the inevitable 
consequences of granting concession after 
concession to the ‘masters of the Kremlin 
whose one ambition is to rule the world. 

Developments in the Korean situation 
are not heartening. It is plainly evident 
that it is up to the United States and our 
allies to support with all needed strength 
the action undertaken at request of the 
United Nations, which branded the Com- 
munists as aggressors. 

The going may get tougher before it 
gets better. At a word from Moscow 
hundreds of thousands of superb troops 
can be thrown into the conflict on the 
side of North Korea. They are the Chi- 
nese Communist. troops. Diplomats in 
Hong Kong yesterday were predicting the 
Chinese Commies would be in the battle 
within a month. 

Russia’s increased propaganda offen- 
sive against the United States is another 
ill omen. Moscow was extremely careful 
to correct an erroneous report she would 
boycott the next meeting of the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly. But if Russia planned 
direct action, would she reveal her inten- 
tions by boycotting or’ withdrawing from 
the UN? 

It is better that we face the facts. 

We have chosen the honorable and 
wise course of defending our freedoms be- 
fore it is too late. If we quail at the risk 
involved, then we likely shall lose—and 
deserve to lose—what we cherish most.

“The trip opened my eyes,” Mr. Haas 
said, “to what might be the result if we 
don’t wake up to the fact that our soil is 
like a bank—we must put something in it 
if we intend to keep taking out. ... We 
saw how Southern farmers had awakened 
and how research was leading the way to 
such an extent that we of the Mid-West 
will wake up to find a new competitor 
when it comes to marketing cattle, hogs 
and sheep.

It is a challenge to us 
all to treat our soil—the backbone of this 
nation—with the respect it should always 
have.” | 

If only one Northerner came South and 
went home to write glowing accounts of 
what he had seen, we would suspect he 
had been carried away with Southern bar- 
becue, and other gestures of our hospital- 
ity. But when the reaction is general, we 
can rest assured that the South really has 
made strides toward a new and sound sys- 
tem: of farming. 

Lest we get too cocky about our new 
South remember that, as Robert Struble 
pointed out, many of the farms which the 
visitors saw were those of businessmen 
who have made a hobby of reclaiming run- 
down land. But, as Mr. Struble also point- 
ed out, many “dirt” farmers are making 
the change from cotton to grass with like 
success. And that is more important. 


In farming as in industry, we have no 
desire to see the South prosper at the ex- 
pense of a decline in farming in the North. 


The soil is this nation’s greatest nation- 
al resource. A strong America calls for a 
nation-wide application of the soil con- 
servation practices which treat it with the 
“respect it shquld always have.”

"Ray for Madeline 
And Mr. Stubbs 


Usually when an election is over with, that’s 
the end of it. Occasionally, a defeated candidate 
will yell “we wuz robbed.” And the people, see- 
ing the glaring irregularities and thefts will 

shrug their shoulders and dismiss the whole business with the 
comment: “All politics are dirty.” It is for that reason that we 
hail the filing of court suits and contesting of elections and grand 
jury FBI probes over the State. 


These are the healthiest signs of an awakening Georgia that 
we have seen. Few, if any, of the election results can be changed 
by these probes. But the mere fact that the citizens are at last 
wanting their election officials. to obey the election laws—re- 
gardless of the outcome of the votes—add to its significance. 

This demand for honest elections transcends the Talmadge- 
Thompson lines. DeKalb County’s violation of secret election 
practices, rules, and laws was most glaring. Yet, DeKalb, whose 
election officials generally are believed to be pro-Talmadge, gave 
Thompson its six unit votes again this year. The eyes of the State 
were centered on Hall County’s Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee for freezing itself in office in violation of State party rules 
even before the primary, and today the Grand Jury of Hall 
County is looking into charges that the election officials violated 
the secret ballot law. Hall County’s Committee is pro-Talmadge. 
Yet Hall County’s four unit votes, which went to Talmadge in 
1948, went to Thompson this year. 


Carroll It is said that the FBI is probing the alleged shortage 

of 294 votes in Carroll County, Carroll went to Tal- 
madge by 70 votes this year. Yet, the Carroll County Democratic 
Committee is regarded as pro-Thompson. It is said that the FBI 
is investigating the election in Richmond County, which has a 
committee regarded as friendly to Talmadge and which gave its 
six unit votes to Talmadge this year. If the FBI is doing any in- 
vestigating, its interests would be in the race for the United States 
Senate between Senator George and Alex McLennan—since this 
is a Federal office. The results of the George landslide could not 
be reversed by the discovery of a few vote frauds, however—but 
it.is good to see the search for frauds. 

Incidentally, during the campaign, we expressed the opinion 
that it didn’t look right for a County Democratic Committee to 
be indorsing a candidate. For a group that counts the votes to 
be urging the election of one of the contestants is like an umpire 
to be shouting words of encouragement to the pitcher. We pre- 
sume Dooly County naturally would give its votes to its famous 
son, Senator George, but we still were disappointed to see the 
Chairman of the Dooly County Democratic Executive Committee 
helping arrange a radio campaign broadcast for Senator George. 


' Two days later, this man had to count the votes which Alex Mc- 


Lennan got in Dooly County. 


Critics Women’s clubs frequently express their distaste of the 

“dirty politics” of Georgia, but, aside from the League 
of Women Voters’ fact-finding service, do little to correct the situ- 
ation. College professors frequently criticize the “dirty politics” 
of this State, but usually confine their activities to impress their 
students to do a better job when and if they ever enter politics. 
Therefore, it was an outstanding public service which Madeline 
Brenner performed when she—seeing that nobody else was going 
to take the bull by the horns—tfiled suits against the members of 
the DeKalb County Democratic Committee on charges of violating 
the secret ballot law. And it was inspiring to see a former Emory 
political science professor, W. B. Stubbs, run for a post on this 
Committee and then file a contest when he saw irregularities in 
the vote for his post. 

The post of County Democratic Committeeman is most im- 
portant. For the first time in years, Georgians showed an interest 
this year in selecting these “write-in” officers. For the first time 
in years, some counties saw many candidates seeking this non- 
paying post. To further clean up politics in Georgia and have the 
elections become more honest, this interest must increase and 
more Georgians must follow the example of Madeline Brenner and 
W. B. Stubbs and stand up for their rights and the rights of their 
fellow citizens.

‘national interest, such as in World War I and

But never before has such a military 
force been drawn together at the direction 
of a world-wide organization of nations for 
the purpose of preserving the peace and 
maintaining law and order in the world. 


This is a simple and obvious fact, but at the 
game time it is a sensational fact which can 
mean the beginning of a new era in the world. 
A single act of outlawry has brought about what 
diplomats had been unable to do for the United 
Wations in five years of its existence. It is 
unfortunate that it had to happen that way; 
but now that it has happened, it has created a 
structure that can be utilized and built upon so 
that it can become possible for effectiye inter- 
national union to come out of the ordeal of 
conflict—not for the first time, but for the first 
time on such a scale. 

Thus far, 39 nations have pledged their sup- 

port to the United Nations, and offered their 
assistance in coping with a situation which in the 
case of many of those nations is thousands of 
miles away and nothing, ordinarily, in which 
they would become immediately involved volun- 
tarily.

It is an experience simi- 
lar to that through which our nation has 
gone in amending and interpreting our Con- 
stitution. 


This is primary exposition presented here, 
and it has been touched upon before. But it 
is a story that needs repetition, and eonstant 
re-emphasis as we go through an ordeal in which 
there will be more casualty lists; for we are, 
indeed, embarked on a new chapter in world 
history—if we will make it so—one that can 
give meaning to our sacrifices, one, too, that 
may require a recasting in our thinking to some 
extent. 

It requires less from us, however, because 
we begin it with a background of experience 
in developing the union idea of more than 150 
years. For that reason it imposes extra respon- 
sibility upon us as a people to see that the next 
step in world political organization succeeds.

' Abuse of Bargaining Right 


NEW YORK—lIn Honolulu, a convention to draft a proposed state constitution 
has been in a tangle over a clause which would affirmatively grant to persons in 
private hire the right*to bargain collectively. The union movement is strong in 
Hawaii under the direction of the Longshoremen’s Union of the CIO, which is the 
province of Harry Bridges.

. but the fact is pertinent that the Federal law holds that Communist organizations de- 


vote themselves to the violent overthrow of the Government of the United States. Hawaii is an 
outpost which already has been the point of one very destructive surprise attack by an enemy no 
more fastidious than the Soviet Union in the formalities of starting war. 


The constitutional or statutory “right” of 
employees to bargain collectively is actually a 
denial of many legitimate rights and is not a 
right itself. Under the normal laws of the Unit- 
ed States and the several states, individuals do 
have a right to act in concert for legitimate pur- 


poses. 


To get a raise in wages is a legitimate 
aim so two or more persons obviously need 
no special enactment to assert that right. 
The same cannot be said for the further aims 
and activities of unions. 


Nevertheless, the “right” of collective bar- 
gaining is now used for the ulterior and per- 
nicious purposes of corrupting public elections 
by the use of slush funds, curtailing produc- 
tion, interféring with interstate commerce, Car-~- 
rying on international espionage for or against 
foreign governments, conducting international, 
political and other propaganda and granting fi- 
nancial subsidies to foreign governments. 

These are not all the ulterior and pernicious 
purposes which are served by the power of col- 
lective bargaining enacted by Congress. They 
will suffice, however, to prove that this “right” 
when put in constitutional or statutory form

tively, the iniquity of these public provisions is 
glaringly apparent in the constitution of all un- 
ions with no exception that I know These 
constitutions revoke rights which the citizens 
were granted by the national and state consti- 
tutions and our public laws. For example, a 
common provision provides that whoever shall 


disclose to any person outside the union any se- — 


cret of the union, shal] be fined, suspended or 
expelled. 


The severity varies from one union to another, 
but the purpose is to throw fear into rebellious 
persons who desire to take counsel] regarding 
outrageous conduct by the union bosses. An- 
other common provision makes it equally dan- 
gerous to utter disrepectful remarks concerning 
the union bosses. 


Now it may be argued that these abusive 
customs, all of them curtailing the freedom of the 
citizen with the pretense of granting him a 
“right” which already exists in fact, are of no 
interest to the person who stays out of the un- 
ion. Therefore, they concern only union men 
who join voluntarily.

The MRA Works 
For a Better World 


NEW YORK—Over in Caux, Switzerland, a 
kind of UN-without portfolio is busily and con- 
scientiously at work, trying to do something 

about a world which seems to be holding its ears—waiting for the 
cataclysmie roar. 

It is the world assembly of Moral Rearmament, the nonprofit 
federation of men and women of good will who believe that Christ 
had something when he said, “Love thy neighbor.” 

The last such session drew 8,000 delegates, including the larg- 
est delegation of Japanese to leave that country since the war—a 
group of 70. Jewish and Arab delegates traveled together to where 
the MRA assembly halls look down on peaceful Lake Geneva. 

American delegates at the present session include a group 
from the National Association of Manufacturers, one from the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce, L. Roy Haws, of the National 
Grange; Elmer Cope, CIO, and Howard Murray, AFL. Eighty- 
two countries will be present at Caux this time, as war clouds 
gather. 

MRA is an outgrowth of Dr. Frank Buchman’s Oxford Group, 
formed in 1921 by the man from Pennsburg and Allentown, Pa., 
who was then taking graduate work at that University. 


¥ 
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" The organization had no name until some of its 
Re Named members, Rhodes scholars visiting South Africa, 
were interviewed—and identified as the “Oxford Group” by re- 
porters. It was re-named MRA just before World War II. 

In these brusque days it is not easy to explain just what is 
MRA, Its very simplicity might confuse the materialistic. It 
ealls upon its members—who pay no dues, carry no cards and 
seldom attend meetings—to be honest, pure, unselfish and to love 
one another. It preaches that the guidance of God can be a prac- 
tical matter in everyday life. It operates on the premise that the 
only way to make a better world is to make better people. 

It calls for a complete re-evaluation of the social, political, 
economic and international relationships among the peoples—but 
at the lowest levels, the individuals themselves. It believes the 
world is on the verge of ¢omplete chaos, but that the basic prob- 
lems which have to be solved to save it are not so much material 
as moral. Conditions will change only when people change. 


Buchman was brought to Germany by Dr. 
In Germany Konrad Adenauer before the recent elections 
to combat, through MRA, the activities of German Communists. 
Since then the movement has come in for its share of blasting in 
the Communist press. 

France’s Robert Schuman, who is, incidentally, a devout Catho- 
lic, has written the preface to Dr. Buchman’s book, “Remaking 
the World,” for the French edition. Schuman wrote: 

“If we were being presented with some new scheme for the 
public welfare or another theory to be added to the many already 
put forward, I should remain skeptical. But what Moral Re-arma- 
ment brings us is a philosophy of life applied in action. 

“It does not claim to have invented a new system of morals. 
For the Christian, the moral teaching of Christianity is enough 
and he draws from it all the principles which must guide his life 
as a man and as a citizen. 

“What we do need and what is quite new is a school where, 
by a process of mutual teaching, we can work out our practical 
behavior toward others: a school where Christian principles are 
not only applied and proven in the relationships of man to man, 


but succeed in overcoming the prejudices and enmities which 


separate classes, races and nations.”

Russell Stand Shows Growing Conservatism 


WASHINGTON—One likely effect of the striking victories of Democratic conservatives in Florida, 
North Carolina and Georgia is forecast by the declaration of Sen. Richard B, Russell, of Georgia, 
in favor of a Republican-Southern Democrat coalition in the next Presidential election, 


Predicting that ‘“conservatives—those who 
believe in constitutional government”—eventu- 
ally will get together, Sen. Russell said: 

“I think we of the South have suffered and 
been neglected and lost our proportionate 
strength in the Government because of our 
devotion to the one-party system. 

“If the Republican Party were to go back 
to a philosophy of defending the rights of the 
States and protecting business, and nominate 
men on a national ticket in whom the South has 
eonfidence, I think the people of.the nation 
would be utterly amazed by the strength that 
would be developed for the Republican ticket 
in the South.” 


Russell named no names, but the man 
he and other Southerners chiefly have been 
urging the Republicans to nominate is Gen. 
Eisenhower. It remains to be disclosed, first, 
whether Eisenhower will accept nomination 
and, second, whether he will take a States’ 
right stand sufficiently firm to satisfy the 

South. 


Sen. Russell spoke closely following a Demo- 
cratic primary in his State which continued the 
heavily conservative trend displayed in the suc- 
cessive defeats of Sens. Pepper, of Florida, and 
Graham, of North Carolina. 

In contrast with these upsets of incumbent 
Fair Deal Democrats, in Georgia, Sen. Walter 
F. George, an extreme Southern conservative, 
won by a margin of better than five to one. 
Sen. Russell’s statement is particularly impor- 
tant because he long has been the tactical 
leader of Southern Democrats in the Senate and 
their go-between in negotiations both with the 
Truman Administration and the Republican 
minority. 

Russell was chiefly instrumental in persuad- 
ing Southern Senators not to join the Dixiecrat 
bolt in 1948. While he bitterly resented the 
actions of President Truman and the Demo- 
cratic National Convention that provoked the 
Southern bolt, Russell felt that it would be a 
mistake for Southern members of Congress to 
relinquish the Democratie label upon which all 
their committee standings are based. In com- 
mon with most other Southern Congressmen, 


They'll Do It Every Time 
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Russell did not declare either for or against 
President Truman. 

Long before the 1948 election, however, lead- 
ing Southern Senators were saying freely that 
their one-party system was a dead letter and 
the quicker it was done away with the better. 

The one-party system, they said, had been 
destroyed by decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court, outlawing the exclusively white 
Democratic primary. The sole purpose of the 
one-party system, they conceded, was to main- 
tain white supremacy, and with Negroes voting 
equally with whites in Democratic primaries, 
as they inevitably soon will under court order, 
the reason for the one-party system no longer 
exists. 


All Southern eyes now are focused on 
South Carolina, where Gov. Strom Thur- 
mond, the Dixiecrat Presidential candidate 
of 1948, is running for Senator and James 
F. Byrnes for Governor in a primary on 
July 11. 


Byrnes ran for Governor with the avowed 
purpose of “arousing the people of the na- 
tion to hold the line against further encroach- 
ments upon the rights of the States.” 


Byrnes has refused to reveal his plans for 
1952, but his friends here have no doubt that, 
if he wins the South Carolina Governorship, 
he will be in the forefront of a movement 
somehow designed to restore the South to its 
old balance of power in national affairs.

An Outlet for 


Creativeness

The following are some gen- 
eral ideas about the creative 
outlets for children that I think 
are important for many grown- 
ups to consider. 

I have seen a number of 
young people who, as _ they 
emerged from childhood and 
their teens, have found great 
satisfaction in doing something 
well which, of course, they 
loved doing. In some cases. this 
expression became a career: in 
other cases, an absorbing ac- 
tivity for their leisure. 

Perhaps what brought this 
especially to my mind today was 
a report from one of our out- 
standing schools for exceptional 
(retarded) children, in which 
exactly the same attitudes by 
adults were considered impor- 
tant, as parents and teachers 
should use with children of 
normal or above-normal!l intelli- 
gence. 

The more opportunities chil- 
dren are given to use their 
talents and apply their own 
ideas the better. 

Grownups are prone to over- 
look the fact that children are 
keenly imaginative and intense- 
ly creative. Although their early 
efforts to construct, model, draw 
or paint may seem very crude, 
and have no form or character 
to adult eyes, nevertheless, each 
means something to them and 
is the fruit of their own imagi- 
nation and should be respected 
as such. 

The less gifted children, or 
shall we say, the slower. ones, 
stumble and grope their way 
through school, putting forth in 
many cases much more effort 
mentally and physically than 
their more brilliant contempora- 
ries, and often, unless particular 
care is taken, they become baf- 
fled and unhappy because they 
cannot succeed; and then drop 
out altogether. 

Every child should be given 
something—work or a hobby— 
which he can do well, but which 
will challenge his ability, so he 
will want to put forth his best 
effort. He has the right to the 
joy of accomplishment and the 
glow of work well donk.

_EFFICIENT DOMESTIC HELP 
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Employee Has Right To Know — 
Exact Duties, Responsibilities 


By ANNE CAIN 
(Editor's Note: This is the final in a series 
of three stories dealing with domestic help.) 
If by any chance you get over the hurdle of 
hiring and acceptance without 


don’t let any habits grow under your feet before 
you take time with your employee to get every- 
thing understood between you. Most of the mis- 
understandings that occur could be avoided by 
establishing agreement at the outset. 

The employee has a right to know just what 
is expected: what duties will fall to her, and 
when they are expected to be executed. She 
has a right to enough of your time to learn plans 
for the day, and any extraordinary details which 
will fall to her to carry out. 

Your attitude toward the employee's personal 
activities should be cleared up immediately. 
Phone calls, which might develop into a sore 
subject, can be taken care of easily by estatblish- 
ing when and how frequently they may be made. 
Most offices have rules to protect the use of the 
telephone, and most employees recognize the rule 
as one with a good purpose, and follow it. Em- 
ployers must take into consideration, however, 
the fact that they are dealing with human beings, 
whose affairs cannot be governed entirely by 
rules. 

Because it is a business agreement, time off 
is something which must be treated with respect. 
No employer has a right to shift time off allow- 
ances continually to suit her own convenience. 
On the other hand, she may expect her employee 
to observe the agreed periods of free time. Both 
parties should, of course, make allowances for the 
emergencies which arise on both sides. In any 
case, the equivalent of time or money should be 
expected by both parties to the agreement. 

Because you are not employing a “dollar-a- 
vear”’ man, you might as well face it that money 
is an important factor in vour agreement, and 
treat it accordingly. If your husband came home 
some Friday with the feeble explanation that the 
company was short of funds and consequently

One woman famed for her beautiful home 
and for her excellent household staff confided 
that if there was a secret, it was simply that she 
herself never lost interest in her home. 

“If my employees ever get the idea that 1 
don't care about my home, how can I expect them 
to give it the care it should have?” 

Expect good grooming and a neat, clean ap- 
pearance. Expect good references, health, honesty 
and cleanliness. You have every right to ask that 
of any employee who comes into your home. 

Expect dependability. Very few employees 
will violate your trust if you make it clear just 
exactly what you expect. An employee who trusts 
and respects you can rely on your fairness, wil! 
seldom take advantage of you. 

On the other hand, coddling is unwise, cre- 
ating an unhealthy atmosphere difficult to main- 
tain with comfort to all concerned. If fair wages 
are paid, and working conditions are.acceptable, 
a businesslike attitude will promote a longer, 
more satisfactory association.
